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Money for War | 
At an early stage in this war\the British 
people were urged to save money. They 
also were urged not to save money. One 
Minister recommended them to buy as 


able penny of their mon¢y into War Loan 
or War Savings smhbeagsé Another told 
them that any retrenchment in their 
customary expenditure would reduce 
industrial activity, and would throw so 
many men out. of work: “Buy as you 
always bought,” was his advice, “and 
keep the wheels of industry spinning.”’ 
These varying exhortations, however, were 
delivered before the period of Blitzkrieg— 
during the long, dull months when British 
and French troops were standing at ease 
behind a Maginot Line which, as they 


of the war was a less complicated affair 
in those days. Great Britain’s back was 
not yet against the wall; there was no 
reason to suppose that\she would find her- 
self on thedefensive against the assaults of 
an enemy far better equipped in the number 
both of machines and of men. ¢Ministers 
could afford—or so they thought—to be 
contradictory in their counsels: the time 
was not yet come when the production of 
warlike materials must be speeded to the 
uttermost. There no longer is room for 
doubt, or hesitancy, or divergence of 
opinion. Yesterday Captain Crookshank, 
the Financial Secretary to the Treasury, 
told an audience at Grimsby that: “‘ The 
demands for war material and war equip. 
ment are unlimited. It follows that we 
must cut all our normal consumption to 
the lowest possible.” Rationing already 
has meant a considerable saving of money ; 
a succession of Budgets has helped to 
reduce the consumption of what are called 
luxuries; the new Purchases Tax wil] 
reduce it even further. All these things 
have meant sacrifices, more or less severe, 
from the British public; and now 
additional sacrifices are demanded. 
Captain Crookshank asks the people to do 
some ‘‘positive’’ saving: to lay aside 
every halfpenny that can be spared out 
of their weekly or monthly earnings, and 
to lend it to the Government. It is point- 
less, he adds, merely to take money out 
of ordinary investments and transfer it to 
War Loan: that is not real saving. Real 
saving involves the expenditure of less 
money—which is the only kind of saving 
that matters. 

“To be on a really good wicket,” said 
Captain Crookshank, the British Govern- 
ment must borrow something like forty 
million pounds a week. Forty. million 
pounds is a lot. It is rather more than 
the annual Budget of the twenty-six 
counties, and it represents an average of 
nearly one pound a week. from every man, 
woman and child in Great Britain. 
Clearly, the Financial Secretary is giving 
a hint to the rich—of whom many still 
remain across the Channel; for there must 
be millions of. poor families that -could 
not spare a shilling, let alone a pound, 
from the weekly budget. His figures give 
us some idea of the terrible problem that 
confronts the United Kingdom. If the 
necessary savings cannot be effected, the 
choice is twofold: either there must be 
inflation, with all the discomfort’ and 
distress which it involves, or it will be 
impossible to pay for the war, and the 
national hope of victory, or even of 
survival, will languish. Little more than a 
hundred years ago wars could be fought 
while home life proceeded almost as usual: 
a little taxation might be imposed—a flea- 
bite in comparison with present rates: 
there might be an occasional shortage of 
some particular commodity; but there was 
not the constant demand for sacrifice, and 
still more sacrificé, from every citizen. 
Britain’s purse is deep; yet she will have 
dug far into it before this war is over, 
and who can say what the effect will be 
upon her social and economic organisation 
during the years to come? Perhaps, her 
people—and the same thing applies to the 
people of other nations—will think less 
in terms of money, and more in terms of 
that real wealth of which money is merely 
the convenient—and sometimes misleading 
—symbol. However this war may end, 
people will have to work harder after it. 
Decades will be needed to repair the ruin 
which a single year of conflict has wrought ; 
and we may take it that many of the pet 
precepts of the last few generations will 
disappear. In this respect the war may 
mingle good with its evil. If it engenders 
& new conception of decent, frugal comfort, 
a new respect for hard work, a.new sense 
of comniunity, something of value will 
have been achieved. Whether or not we 
escape the horror of direct embroilment 
in the war, we in Ireland are bound to 
suffer from its effects; and it may be that 
we shall become a better, more energetic 
and more self-reliant people in conse- 
quence. So let us hope.

The New Order 


Mr. P. J. Southgate, M.A., Headmaster 
of St. Andrew’s School, when he spoke at 
the school’s annual prize day during the 
week, dealt with a side of education which 
in recent years has received all too little 
attention in this country and others. He 
spoke of the school not so much as a 
place where young people should be 
“‘crammed”’ with knowledge for examina- 
tions as one in which, through the train- 
ing received there, a boy would: develop 
character and a proper Christian attitude 
towards life. The cultivation of these 
qualities surely is the deeper purpose of 
educational training. Examinations are 


not to be despised. They are of immense 


importance to the individual, and are the 
only practical system by which a pupil’s 
learning may be measured and tested ; 


,| but they are of importance only to the 


individual. The other, and major, ides! 


of education has a heavy influence upon 
the whole future well-being of the com. 


munity What shall it profit any country 
to produce an abnorma! number of out. 
standingly learned men, to be able to show 


examination, results announcing ninety 


little as possible, and to, put every avail- 


imagined, was impregnable.

qualities of a ‘trained and shapened 
character? It is the want of this early 
training, we believe, that is responsible 


the existence of so many social evils not 
‘only here, but in every country in the 
world at the present time. Almost. every 
nation, after its own fashion, is seeking 
what is called a “new order”: a “new 
deal,” as they describe it in America, 
which will be for the greatest common 
good. Yet opinion is fiercely divided— 
divided to the point of war—on “the 
question of what form the “ new order ”' 
should take. If all the ambitions are 
directed sincerely towards the same goal 
there ought not to be, cannot be, any 
difference of principle; and the only pos- 
sible principle that will react at all times 
to the common good, both of men and. of 
nations, is contained in the tolerance, 
charity and universal good-will of 
Christian ethics. We believe, and every 
thinking man knows it to be true, that 
all the troubles of the world to-day, 
either. in international relations or in the 
internal life of countries, are due to the 
fact that these guiding and unshakuable 
principles of conduct have been forgotten 
or ignored. 

It is futile to cry over past errors and 
failures. The Moving Finger, having 
writ, moves on, as Omar Khayyém says— 


“nor all thy Piety nor Wit 
Shall lure it back to cancel half a line.” 


Yet ali the ‘‘ piety and wit” of the world 
can ensure, if the world wishes, that such 
errors and such failures shall not occur 
again. There is much talk now, as there 
was during and after the last great war, 
about plans for a secure and better future, 
in which all things would be ordered for 
the common good of mankind, and in 
which the selfish ambitions of one nation 
or one man would not be permitted to 
penalise any other nation or individual. 
If these plans are to be operated with any 
success at all, they must begin at the very 
root of the trouble. We believe that the 
root lies in the schools, which have become 
not places for the training of character 
according to Christian ethics, but institu- 
tions whose success and usefulness are 
judged entirely by examination results. 
The child of to-day will become the man 
of to-morrow ; and until it is realised what 
an essential part of any “planning for a 
new order’’ must operate in the schools 
there can be no hope of real progress in 
the world. Immediately upon its access to 
power in Germany, the Nazi Party 
decided that a beginning must be made 
with the schools if the eountry was to be 
imbued thoroughly with Nationa! Socialist 
doctrines. The world has seen the effects 
of that decision and might learn much 
from the success of the method, 


That Cyclist ] 


More Irish road accidents are attributed 
to pedal cycles than to any other class of 
vehicles, except private motor cars. The 
information is not surprising, since the 
number of. bicycles in this country—par- 
ticularly in the towns and cities—is very 
large. ‘Dublin, indeed, enjoys a reputa- 
tion for the popularity of cycling, and 
visitors have been heard to declare that 
they never saw so many bicycles anywhere 
else—though actually in Denmark, the 
Netherlands, and in one or two English 
cities the bicycle is used just as exten- 
sively as here in Ireland. -It is question- 
able, however, if bicycles are ridden as 
recklessly in other places. The majority 
of adult cyclists are reasonably careful— 
except in the obvious reluctance of many 
of them to put their lights into use when 
the evenings shorten. They postpone as 
long as possible, and far longer than is 
safe or sensible, the use of their lamps; 
and even though, in consciousness of their 
lightlessness, they may keep close to their 
proper side of the road, it is principally 
due to the excellent illumination provided 
by tho equipment of the modern motor 
vehicle and the care taken by motor drivers 
that more accidents do not befall the 
riders on two wheels. Juvenile riders, on 
the other hand, -seem to be without any 
traffic sense. They ride three, four and 
five abreast; they make very little attempt 
to avoid the centre of the road; they often 
turn abreast across other traffic without 
giving any indication of their intentions. 
In some parts of the city they use old, 
brakeless machines in a spirit of suicidal 
abandon. They carry passengers on the 
cross-bars, and have such slight control of 
their bicycles that they sway dangerously 
into the paths of cars and lorries. The 
“Safety First’’ Association has en- 
deavoured by propaganda and by advice 
to school-children. to instil some sense of 
traffic responsibility into the youth of the 
country, but it has not had the measure 
of success that every well-meaning citizen 
would wish. So many other matters of 
grave importance have been added to the 
duties of the police that we hesitate to 
suggest to them that additional attention 
should be given to the reckless cyclist. 
Nevertheless, it is in the interest of the 
cyclist’s own safety, in addition to that 
of other road users, that vigorous efforts 
should be made from time to time to warn 
the reckless rider of his responsibilities 
and of the consequences of his folly. A 
motorist who is apprehended by the police 
cannot conceal his identity. He can be 
traced through the number of his car, and 
he is compelled by law to possess a driving 
licence bearing his name and address. 
There is nothing, however, to identify the 
cyclist, and, if he gives a false name to 
the police officer who stops him, there may 
be slight chance of his subsequent dis- 
covery. For that reason it might be a 
safeguard for justice if the police had 
power, except in cases where an offender 
was able to establish his identity, to con- 
fiscate the machines of reckless cyclists

It is well 
that such important developments should 
have the experienced hand -of Lord 
Linlithgow to guide them through their 
early stages. 


Day and Night Raids 


As the night raids on London are be- 
coming less intense, those in the daylight 
are becoming more difficult to deal with, 
and it is evident that daylight raiding 
may be carried out on a larger scale. 
There have been no raids by large forms 
tions of bombers, which cost Germany 
so much in the way of lost machines a few 
weeks ago; but the practice of sending 
several formations of fast bomber-fighters, 
so that if the attack as a whole is countered 
some machines at least ure able to get 
through the defences, is growing. These 
tactics were pursued to-day, but very few 
machines were able to elude the British 
patrols, and, where they were able to do 
so, they did not remain long over this 
country. It is realised that the methods 
of attack may be subject to much varia- 
tion, and the Royal Air Force chiefs are 
making plans to meet whatever changes 
may be made. Although there have been 
several warnings in London to-day, they 
have been mainly of short duration, the

Turkey Prices

consumer pays. The prices fixed for Eng]ic) 
turkeys will have a difect bearing upon 
the price which [Irish producers will 
receive, since English and Irish turkey 
prices usually move together; and this 
year, owing to the absence of continental 
supplies, there may be little variation 
between the prices for English and Irish 
birds. 


Cigarettes 


Inability to obtain certain popular 
brands of cigarettes at some tobacconists’ 
shops has created an impression that there 
is a shortage of tobacco, but this is no: 
the case. There is plenty of tobaeco in 
the country to last for a long time, eve; 
should no more shipments be received, ani 
further consignments are arriving from 
several sources. The shortage. is purely 


| local, and is due to distribution difficulties. 


for there is a great change taking place 
in the consumption of cigarettes, in 
different districts. In places wheré new 
Army camps are established there is an 
immediate increase in the demand, which 
creates a shortage in the places from 
which the supplies for the troops are 
drawn.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


“Cu Uladh”’ 


The honour of life membership of the 
Coisde Gnotha, or executive of the Gaelic 
League, conferred on Senator P. T. 
MacGinley, must be a rare distinction, 
which its recipient will appreciate. 

In history, as in life, a will be much 
better known by his pseudonym, ‘ Cu 
Uladh ” (Hound of Ulster, but also a 
common Christian name in the North in 
earlier centuries), than by any parlia- 
mentary title. 

“Cu Uladh”’ is now in his ’eighties, and 
he has had a long career as sturdy Gael 
and forthright speaker and writer in Irish. 
He is still vigorous and active, and it is 
only a couple of years since he translated, 
and had produced in the Peacock Theatre, 
a one-act play on a factory-strike theme 
written by Mr. T. C. Murray. 

He is a Donegal man by birth and of 
marked independence of speech and 
thought. He was. I am told, one of the 
founders of the second branch of the Gaelic 
League to be established—Belfast branch 
in the early ‘nineties of last century. 

This life-membership of its governing 
body is by no means the first signal honour 
paid to “ Cu Uladh ” by the Ard-Fheis, or 
annual convention, of the Gaelic League. 


Stormy Days 


Thirty-five years ago he was teaching 
Irish in what became famous as the Rory 
O’More Branch of the Gaelic League in 
Portarlington, and fierce controversy raged 
around the firm stand he and the branch 
made at the time. 

From the pulpit the local P.P. had 
passed some remarks on the attendance of 
girl students at the League classes. The 
criticism, or attack, was regarded as so 
undeserved that from their plac-s in the 
church ‘‘ Cu Uladh ” and a colleague, Mr. 
S. B. Roche, protested strongly, but 
politely. and with dignity. Expulsions of 
two reverend gentlemen from the League 
followed, and very soon the issue was 
widened into a general accusation of anti- 
clericalism against the Gaelic League. 

As tho sequel showed, Gaelic Leaguers 
throughout the country boldly and man- 
fully rallied to the Rory O’More Branch, 
especially after the exposure by Arthur 
Griffith and Mr. W. P. Ryan—himself now 
a veteran in his ‘seventies—of a clerical 
circular designed to throw “Cu Uladh ”” 
and his friends off the Coisde Gnotha. 

At the Ard-Fheis of 1906 the issue was 
decided emphatically. Even before the 
elections “Cu Uladh,” on first rising to 
speak on some other question, was hailed 
with tremendous applause, in which a large 
number of priests who were delegates joined 
heartily. 

In the elections for non-resident members 
of the executive “Cu Uladh”’ headed the 

ll, and his clerical opponent from 

ortarlington failed to get a seat. Others 
elected that year were the Rev.’ J. Hannay 
(‘George A. Bermingham’’) and Mr. 
Stephen Gwynn, and the result was pro- 
claimed as setting the seal on the -non- 
sectarian character of the Gaelic League. 


Dennis Barry 


The part of Puck, mischief-making 
Robin-Good-Fellow, in the current produc- 
tion of “ A Midsummer Night’s Dream '" 


at the Gaiety, is being played by that 
famous Shakespearean actor, Dennis Barry. 
Dennis Barry is a ‘‘trouper’’ in the best 
sense of the word, having played Shake- 
speare all over the world, in far-away 
Africa and Australia as well as at the 
Stratford Memorial Theatre. More recently 
he has worked in England with Matheson 
Lang, Nancy Price and Laurence Housman, 
and played with the Birmingham Repertory 
Theatre. 

Puck must be one of his best parts, I 
think; for he brings to it not only his 
talent as an actor, but also his ballet 
training with Massine in Paris and his 
fine voice training with the Cologne Opera 
Company. 

Micheal MacLiammoir and Hilton 
Edwards and Dennis Barrv have long 
been admirers of each. other’s work, but 
this being the first time their mutual 
careers have enabled them to join forces 
in the same play is something of an occa- 
sion. It is also something of a coincidence; 
for it so happens that the last time Dennis 
Barry played the particular part of Puck 
was in the Gaiety Theatre with Sir Frank 
Benson’s Company in 1934. 


AT r. John Cudahy 


Mr. John Cudahy appears to be having 
a busy year. He left the American 
Legation in Dublin last January to become 
United States Minister to Belgium. After 
that country had been invaded he returned 
to America—causing something in the 
nature of a ‘‘sensation’’ by an interview 
which he gave on the way. Now I hear 
that he is a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination of Senator for Wisconsin. 

As Wisconsin is his native State, he 
should stand a very good chance of 
election, and I understand that he is 
representing a group of Democrats: who 
are regarded as being very closely allied 
to the present occupant of the White 
House. 

Incidentally, another piece of news I 
heard recently—I should say “saw,” 
because it came in the form of a photo- 
graph—was that Mr. Cudahy lost a three- 
hundred dollar bet to Brigadier-General 
FE. M. Watson, one of President 
Roosevelt’s secretaries. Mr. Cudahy had 
wagered that the President would not seek 
a third term of office. 


Moynihan 


I do not think, writes a correspondent, 
referring to my recent paragraph, that 
the alleged pronunciation of Moynihan in 
England as “ Munn-yi-han’”’ is so wrong 
after all. It seems to be nearer the 
Irish ‘* Mynn-a-kawin’”’ than the usual 
‘* Moy-nihan.”’ Moynihan is still pro- 
nounced “ Moynikan’’ by some Dublin 
folk. 

It is not surprising that there should 
be a different and more correct pro- 
nunciation in England, as many Irish 
names were Anglicised fairly correctly by 
emigrants, and, perhaps because they 
were surrounded by foreign names, these 
Irish names did not alter. At home, how- 
ever, with the passage of time, pronuncia- 
tions became more genteel. Daly, Duggan, 
Dea, Reilly, Whelan, for instance, are 
still Dawley, Dagan, Day, Rawley and 
Whalen in America.

“Tt seems likely that this new phase will 
be of long duration. and the suffering and 
misery of mankind will continue for a long 
time to come. It is impossible not to be 
deeply moved by this dark prospect, not to 
note with great sorrow and ‘pain this retro- 
gression of civilisation. 


FRIENDS WITH RUSSIA 


The relations of mutual confidence with the 
U.8.8.R., said the President, which date from 
as far back as twenty years ago, have, after 
experiencing difficulties, the blame for which 
cannot be attributed either to Turkey or to 
Russia, been restored to their normal friend- 
ship.

structive policy, in which all her efforts 
| were directed at establishing friendly rela- 
tions with all neighbouring countries and, 
above all, with the two ad neighbouring 
Powers, Germany and Italy. 

“When the conflict broke out Yugoslavia 
immediately declared her strict neutrality, 
dependent on no other condition than re 
spect of her independence and the security 
of her frontiers. 

‘In loyally pursuing such a policy Yugo- 
slavia best served the vital interests of her 
people and at the same time fulfilled her 
neighbourly duty—which has more than once 
been the subject of open and emphatic ap- 
preciation on the part of Berlin and Rome.

CHOOSING THE 
PRESIDENT

In a leading article under the above heading 
Tie Times remarks to-day :—Next Tuesday's 
vote of the people of the United States will 
determine whether Mr. Roosevelt or Mr. 
Wendell Willkie is to be the next President 
of the United States. So much depends for 
the world upon the personality of the man 
who will control the executive authority and 
conduct the policy of that great country for 
the next four years that, during the election 
campaign, the tremendous drama of the battle 
of Britain cannot altogether monopolise 
attention even on this side of the Atlantic, 
and in the United States this struggle between 
the two candidates has tended, naturally, to 
overshadow all other news, though ft has not 
diminished the warm and poignant sympathy 
with which the American people have watched 
the resistance of Great Britain to the German 
assaults, and applauded the exploits of the 
Royal Air Force. Nor has it, as seemed 
almost inevitable at one time, affected the 
attitude of the American Government. It 
has caused no stinting of the help given to 
this country, no slackening of the pace with 
which the United States is building up the 
defences needed for the security of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

A few weeks ago Mr. Roosevelt’s re-election 
seemed practically certain after all. Later, 
however, there has, undoubtedly, been a 
reaction. Mr. Willkie has conducted his cam- 
paign with immense vigour and pertinacity, 
and has made a great impression upon the 
electors in many of the pivotal States. He 
was able to make headway the more easily 
because the President had held aloof from the 
contest until a few days ago, remained at 
Washington to conduct the urgent business 
of the country, and left it to his subordinates 
to state his case to the electors. Warned of 
the risk he was running, he has since entered 
the fray. He has delivered three powerful 
speeches rebutting the charges brought against 
him, and carrying the war into the enemy’s 
camp. He is to make two more speeches before 
the election, and the result of the election 
may depend upon the effect which they 
produce. 

Whoever is elected, whether Mr. Roosevelt 
or Mr. Willkie, will have to carry a burden 
for the next four years which few will envy 
him. He will, however, have the support of 
a practically unanimous people in giving to

T HERE were three daytime alerts 

in the London area yesterday. 
During one of them hundreds of on- 
lookers saw an exciting ** scrap’ as 
British fighters overtook a formation 
of raiders. Cheer upon cheer went 
up when two of the raiding ‘planes 
were seen spinning towards the 
earth. 


MANY RAIDERS 


Outside the capital raiders were reported 
over the east, north-east and south-east 
coasts, the Midlands, the Merseyside area 
and the east coast of Scotland. An East 
coast raider which dropped bombs near a 
village and killed some cattle is reported to 
have come down in the sea off Orford Ness, 
Suffolk, apparently damaged by gunfire. 

It was also reported that a raider which 
machine-gunned another East Anglian village 
was seen to be losing height as it sped sea- 
wards, pursued by British fighters. 

A number of attempts by raiding ’planes 
to reach London from the south-east area 
were frustated by the R.A.F. The Press 
Association understar#is that in one of these 
attempts 50 raiders crossed the coast at 
Dungeness to be intercepted by Fighters. 
About 20 got through, only to be driven back 


before reaching the capital. 


NIGHT ATTACKS ON 


CAPITAL 


Soon after the night alert in the London 
area raiding ‘planes flying at a great height 
dropped a number of flares over the capital 
A Somes barrage of A.-A. guns broke out, 
and several of the flares were shot down. The 
'planes did not wait to drop their bombs, 
but fled through heavy gunfire.

SHELLED FOR 
AN HOUR 


GERMAN ATTACK 
ON A CONVOY 


BRITISH vessels were heavily 

shelled in the Straits of Dover 
yesterday afternoon by German long- 
range guns mounted on the Frenc 
coast. Three German batteries were 
in action, firing six-gun salvoes. One 
German battery was beside Cap Griz 
Nez lighthouse, another near Calais, 
to the east of the Dover Patrol Memo- 
rial, and the third was midway 
between these two on a cliff-top. 

Shells burst in the sea all round 
the ships, but they steamed steadil 
on their course westwards throug 
the Straits. 


COAST SHAKEN 


Visability was exceptionally clear and 
thousands of people who watched the 
bombardment from the Kent cliffs saw the six 
gun-flashes from each of three batteries on 
the opposite shore, followed: by great columns 
of water shooting up: from the sea, where 
the shells burst. 

The whole. Channel coast was shaken by 
the reverberation of the explosions. Dovers 
new shelling warning—a double wail of the 
air-raid sirens—was sounded, 

Nearly a hundred shells had been fired after 
three quarters of an hour, when the bombard- 
ment was still in progress. 

During the shelling A.-A. guns on the 
English side of the Channel opened fire on a 
Dornier bomber, escorted by two Messer- 
schmitt fighters, which flew down the 
Channel. Shells burst near the bomber, which 
swung away towards the French coast and 
made no attempt to attack the British vessels. 

The explosions of the bursting shells could 
be heard in Fleet street, London, over the 
telephone while a reporter was ’phoning the 
story during the bombardment. 

The bombardment ceased after an hour and 
a half. when the German artillery had fired 
over 100 shells. 

Not one of the vessels appeared to have 
been hit. 


ATTACK BY AIRCRAFT 


An hour later the vessels were attacked by 
thirteen dive bombers about three miles from 
the shore. The bombers, swooping out of the 
clear blue sky, circled low over the ships and 
each dropped three bombs. The aircraft then 
came over again and launched a second 
attack. A.-A. guns sent up a heavy curtain 
of fire, which drove them off, and they fled 
towards the French coast. 

German long-range guns also opened up 
and fired several shells at the vessels. A 
squadron of Spitfires arrived and patrolled 
the Channel coast, while the vessels continued 
on their way. 

The dive-bombers were escorted by seven 
Messerschmitt fighters. The German long- 
range guns continued shelling spnemedicelly 
until aiter nightfall. 


BIG GERMAN CLAIMS

LOSSES IN TWO CONVOYS 
BERLIN, Friday. 


Direct hits on a destroyer and three 
merchant ships in a surprise attack on what 
the Germans describe as a strongly-protected 
British convoy are claimed in a statement 
issued by the official German News Agency 
to-day. 

The Convoy, says the Agency, was attacked 
off Great Yarmouth by a German ’plane 
“taking full advantage of the weather con- 
ditions.” 

The attack, it is added, was carried out 
despite heavy anti-aircraft fire from the war- 
ships and other ships in the convoy.

The treatment of the young delinquent, 
he said, was posstbly the most important ques- 
tion with which the law had to deal. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to the Honorary 
Secretary, the Senior District Justice, Mr. 
E. J. Little, said that for three years and 
more he had been presiding for hours every 
Friday in the Children’s Court, and he had 
had before his eyes there complete evidence of 
what the so-called compulsory education in 
this country amounted to. He was glad that 
one man, and one man alone, had had the 
courage to tell the people of this country what 
that meant. The Minister for Education, 
speaking at Tipperary on October 15th, had 
told them that 80,000 children were absentees 
every day during the whole year. 


FAULTY LEGISLATION 


The fault of the School Act of 1892 had 
been that its enforcement was left in the 
hands of local commritees, which met only 
ten times a year, and children need only 
be in school 150 days out of about 220. The 
Act of 1926 had no mention of compulsory 
attendance in the title, although it was a 
School Attendance Act, but in it was repeated 
the mistake of the earlier Act, in making 
local committees the enforcing authorities m 
Dublin. Cork, Waterford, Limerick and Dun 
Laoghaire, while throughout the rest of the 
country the Civic Guards were to be the 
enforcing authority. Could anything be more 
misconceived or ill-guided’ He was convinced

“landslide votes ’’ for either side. 

This was reflected in various recent polls 
held by newspapers and big independent 
organisations. The Gallup survey gave 
Roosevelt 52 per cent. of the px »ular vote. 


NAPLES BOMBED 
FOR FIRST TIME 


R.A.F.’s 3,000 Miles 
Flight 


a flight of nearly 3,000 miles 
Royal Air Force ‘planes of the 
Bomber Command on Thursday night 
dealt heavy blows in Southern Italy, 

For the first time in history Naples 
was bombed in the first attack on 
that part of Italy by the Royal Air 
Force. The attack lasted three- 
quarters of an hour, during which an 
oil refinery and storage tanks were 
fired, rail junctions bombed and 
defensive batteries silenced. 

Naples is about 1,300 miles from 
Britain. 


FIRES STARTED 

The British Air Ministry News Service, de- 
scribing the attack last night, states —''A 
new blow against Italy was struck last night 
by the R.A.F., when aircraft of the Bomber 
Command attacked oil tanks and other targets 
in Naples. Weather conditfons were variable. 
Over Naples itself the aircraft crews were 
able to ‘pin point’ the targets without great 
difficulty. 

“The attack lasted three-quarters of an 
hour. The first aircraft concentrated on the 
oil refinery and groups of storage tanks at 
Poggio Reale, on the southern outskirts of 
the city. Heavy bombs were dropped, and 
many explosions were followed by fires. 
Opposition from ground defences was slight 
and ineffective. 

‘The second raid was on the station and 
railway junction in Naples. In this attack 
some of our ‘planes flew over the city at a 
height of less than 2.000 feet. In the third 
attack A.A. batteries and searchlights wero 
attacked. 

“One battery was silenced effectively.’

FACTORY FIRE AT 
NEWBRIDGE

DUBLIN AUXILIARIES 
ASSIST BRIGADE 


Two crews of Dublin auxiliary firemen, 
gcuie of whom had been called from their 
offices, took part in an attempt to save 
thousands of pounds worth of property in a 
fire in the factory of Messrs. Irish Ropes, 
Ltd., Newbridge, County Kildare, yester- 
day. The fire broke out shortly before the 
lunch hour, and soon part of the company’s 
store was ablaze. Before many more minutes 
the whole store, in which were 800 tons of 
valuable jute fibre, had become involved and 
was burning fiercely. 

The military fire brigade was summoned 
from the Curragh Camp, and members of the 
Local Security Force, with factory hands and 
residents of the town, helped the firemen in 
their attempt to save the property. The 
Newbridge cutlery factory 1s nearby, both 
being in the old military barracks, and it 
was feared at one time that the fire would 
spread to the second premises. 


A CALL TO DUBLIN - 


As the danger became greater, Mr. A, Cox, 
chairman of the Rope Company, telephoned 
to the Dublin Fire Brigade, and the Dorset 
street section sped to Newbridge, taking 
with them two crews of the new auxiliary 
brigade, and two auxiliary fire-fighting plants, 
which were lent by the Department of 
ldefence, in response to a telephone call from 
Major Comerford, chief. of the Dublin 
Brigade. 

The combined efforts of the fire brigades 
succeeded after about two hours in isolating 
the fire in the rope works store. The flames 
were prevented also from spreading to other 
buildings belonging to the rope cothpany, but 
the store of raw material could not be saved. 
The building in which it was stored was de- 
stroyed. The value of the material is esti- 
mated at many thousand pounds, and that of 
‘the building at abont £1,500. | 

The fire was put out about six hours after 


it had started. 


The loss of the raw material is stated to be 
particularly heavy, in view of the difficulty 
which the war has placed in the way of ob- 


‘taining new supplies.

OR 
TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Duriug the past week there has" bien 
such a ‘weafth of " pragtle, in. your 
columius on the subject of bovitie type tuber- 
culosis that a gentle corrective must be ad- 
ministered if the sauity of yOtr elder readers 
is to be pregeryed, The trouble started with 
a paper submitted by Dr. C. Mushatt last 
May to the Royal Academy of Medicine, 
which has been published by the Academy 
in this month’s issue of the /rish Journal of 
Medical Science. A copy of ‘this paper, 
apparently, fell into the hands of an 
ingenuous, but excitable, member of your 
staff, -whose enthusiasm over its contents 
proved to. be as ebullient as that of .Words- 
worth when he heard the first clear strains 
of the cuckoo’s song. Towards the end of 
lass week, therefore, this journalist 
poured his full heart,. to the tune of several 
columns, into a panegyric that must have 
been as embarrassing to Dr. Mushatt as it 
was for those of his readers who knew that 
his ‘‘revelations’’ were almost as time- 
hallowed as the well-known work of that 
name. i i 

No, uníortunately, there is nothing. new 
in what Dr. Mushatt has to say. He tells 
of “old, unhappy, far-off things and battles 
long ago,” of which even the layman has 
been only too tragically aware for the past 
twenty years. In saying this it Is not my 
purpose to dim with faint prose the lustre of 
a research student, but rather to prove his 
honesty of purpose. It was only the sensa- 
tional publicity with which the Jrish Times 
my j this paper that led one to believe 
that anything original was being contributed 
to contemporary medical knowledge. Dr. 
Mushatt does not even imply this himself. 
The only original work in this commuhica- 
tion Jay in ‘“‘typing” (that is, determining 
the identity of) the tubercle bacilli from fifty 
mixed cases of non-pulmonary tuberculosis, 
to which a whole year was devoted. An 
enumeration and discussion of the results 
obtained takes about one and a half pages. 
The remaining eight and a half pages are 
given over to a workmanlike summary of 
resent-day public health opinion on cattle- 

rne tuberculosis. Out, of the fifty cases in- 
vestigated, seventeen were found to be in- 
fected with the bovine germ and thirty-three 
with the human. In view of the smal] number 
of cases typed, and in the absence of any 
clinical data concerning them, these figures 
are (as the author admits) statistically in- 
valid. In fact, they would be worse than 
valueless—that is to say, dangerously mis- 
leading, if they were to be taken seriously. 
For example, only two cases of tuberculous 
peritonitis were typed. Both of these were 
due to the human bacillus. In short, 100 
per cent. of the cases of this disease ex- 
amined were seen to be due to the human 
tubercle germ. The absurdity of this need 
not be stressed. Speaking conservatively, at 


least — five hundred cases _ of each 
class of tuberculous manifestation should 
be taken before one ma _ safely 


and validly attempt any biomathematical in- 
terpretation of the results obtained. In this 
instance, therefore, where four classes of dis- 
ease vere included, some four hundred tests 
rather than fifty should have been done to 
be of any value. 

Furthermore, the author makes no at- 
tempt to prove that any of the cases from 
which he procured samples of material were 
caused by infected milk. He merely found 
the bovine type of T.B. in seventeen cases 
out of fifty. Now, the ‘‘bovine”’ type is 
present not only in cows, but in male cattle, 
pigs and, less commonly, sheep and goats. 
Cooking does not necessarily kill the germ, 
so that any unknown number of those seven- 
teen cases may have been caused by meat- 
borne infection. This is not to mention the 
possibility of person-to-person infection with 
the bovine type where the infection may 
have been passed on through an endless 
number of humans. -In short, the author's 
conclusions may be summarised by saying 
that a certuin number of non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis cases in this country is caused 
by the bovine type of tubercle bacillus—a 
notion that is hardly novel, to say the least 
of it—and that, furthermore, nothing much 
is being done about it. 

Those of your readers, medical and other- 
wise, who have been preaching this doctrine 
for a couple of decades, will rather wearily 
concur. , too, did the various physicians 
interviewed by your reporter, who might have 
been better advised to have taken this matter 
up with surgeons instead, as 76 per cent. 
of the cases considered were purely surgi- 
cal. But this does nothing towards 
remedying the evil if, indeed, that 
is your intention. I shall not weary 
you, as you did us, with details of the various 
ways in which we can arrive at tubercle-free 
milk. These particulars are to be found in 
the most elementary text-books on hygiene, 
as well as in Dr. Mushatt’s paper. The oldest 
of these methods—namely, the boiling of all 
milk—has been naively suggested by one of 
those interviewed. This, of course, is too 
droll. It requires only the merest nodding 
acquaintance with the mentality of the poorer 
classes to realise that such a recommendation 
is only less likely to be acted upon than a 
prescribed diet of Russian caviar. The 
eradication of all tuberculin-reacting stock, 
apart from incurring prodigious expenditure, 
will take years if it is ever seriously under- 
taken. 

This means that. there is one, and only one, 
immediate solution to the problem—namely, 
the country-wide pasteurisation. by the 
Government of all milk between the time it 
leaves the cow and reaches the retailer. 
This implies pooling the milk resources 
of the entire country, but many of the 
disadvantages incurred by. this course 
would be overcome if. the sterilisation 
authorities purchased the milk from the 
suppliers and handled. its subsequent. distri- 
bution. The setting up of suitable sterilisa- 
tion plants is not such a fantastic scheme as 
it may appear, and requires only a success- 
fully received bill in the Dail for its 
accomplishment. If the /rish Times, or any | 
other enlightened body, ‘thought fit to start 
a ‘* Tubercle-free Milk Fund’ towards 
achieving this end, I should be pleased to 
head the list of subscribers.—Yours, etc.,

DEEP SHELTERS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The Jrish Timés is doing a service 
of great national importance in advocatin 
the construction of underground ail 
Shelters in Dublin, ‘The experience of Great 
Britain seems to prove beyond doubt that no 
other form of shelter gives even a fair assur. 
ance of safety in the case of a direct hit or 

“near miss.” The Belfast Telegraph of 
Tuesday, October 29th, reported a case of a 
cirect “bit on an underground shelter in 
London in which one hundred persons were 
taking cover. Though the structure was 
damaged, there were no deaths, and only 
three injuries among the occupants On the 
other hand, direct hits on brick-surface 
shelters have been ‘reported, invariably with 
a considerable number of deaths and serious 
injuries, Press reports give the impression 
that the public in London and elsewhere now 
generally avoid brick-surface shelters, and 
this is borne out also by a recent statement 
by Professor J. B. S. Haldane, who has done 
a great deal of research into the subject of 


A.R.P. and has published a book and 
pamphlets advocating deep underground 
shelters. 


Underground shelters provided before the 
war began by Finsbury Borough Council, 
London, are stated to be attracting numbers 
of residents each night from neighbourin 
boroughs less fortunately equipped, and, 
though no direct hit has been made on one 
of the Finsbury s it appears that they 
have shown no sign of ill-effects from ‘‘ near 
misses which would have caused the colla 
of brick surface shelter. Edinburgh Cor- 
poration decided on October 15 to. ask the 
sritish Government to approve the construc- 
tion in that city. of deep air raid shelters 
designed by Professor Haldane, and Glasgow 
Corporation pro to spend £250,000 on an 
underground shelter with several tunnels 
radiating from Blythswood square.

Mr. R. H. Tilson presided at a meetin 
of the Cork County Committee of the Iris 
Tourist Association, held in Cork to-day, 
when many matters pertaining to the industry 
were discussed. i 

At the outset the Chairman, referring to 
the general meeting of the Association in 
Dublin last week, said that the general feel- 
ing there was that the traffic for the last 
season was very satisfactory, notwithstandin 
the difficulties created by the war an 
transport. Furthermore, the Association felt 
that the coming year would be a reasonably 

rosperous one for the tourist industry in 
reland. There was also an important dis- 
cussion as to the prices charged and the 
facilities offered by the Electricity Supply 
Board throughout the country. It appeared 
that hotel managements, through their repre- 
sentatives, had made several applications for 
improved facilities and for a special price 
arrangement, and that nothing had been done. 
Very general dissatisfaction was expressed at 
the lack of facilities. “sd it was stated that 
many hotels situat ’ the line of the 
Electricity Supply Boar. could not get Elec- 
tricity Supply Board light without very sub- 
stantial capital payments. The matter was 
serious, and he was glad to say that the 
Tourist Board was to meet the Minister 
about it. 

Mr. W. P. Musgrave said that it was only 
fair to say that the current passing the 
door might be 33,000 volts, and that to 
transform that into 230 volts might require 
special machinery. ! 


SATISFACTORY REPORT 


In the course of his report the Secretary, 
Mr. C. Flynn, said that a difficult season had 
passed, hut they had much success to record. 
The absence of British and American visitors 
struck various interests, yet some of the 
hotels did very well, and even up to 
October a number of hotels were doing satis- 
factory trade. A remarkable feature was the 
great increase in business from Dublin and 
Belfast, and not one discordant note had been 
heard. In the matter of finance, subscriptions 
were satisfactory. 

A number of members referred to the neces- 
sity for cutting down hedges and lowering 
boundary walls, so as to improve the view 
of scenery. / 

Mr. O'Kelly said that the Government 
acguired many parks in the country, such as 
Killarney, and they had done nothing to 
lower the walls so that tourists might see 
the country. The point should be made to 
the Government that where they acquired 
parks the walls should be lowered. : 

The Chairman, supporting the suggestion, 
referred to the County Council’s protest 
against the reduction in the grant from the 
Road Fund, and said that it was their duty 
to support the Council. In the matter of 
easing dangerous corners, cutting hedges and 
lowering walls much remained to be done. 
The two motoring organisations, the R.1.A.C. 
and the A.A., were always in communication 
with the County Secretary on these matters. 
They should make representations to their 
directors ta make contact with the Depart- 
ment on the matter, and they could also 
ask their secretary to express the view that 
enough was not being done, and that more 
support should be given to the County Coun- 
cil from the funds of the Road Board. 

This course was adopted. 

The Secretary was directed to make in- 
quiries with a view to arranging a series 
of lectures on the tourist industry by Mr. 
D. L. Kelleher.

UTILITY SOCIETY'S FINE 
WORK

The Charlemont Public Utility Society, 
Ltd., formed with the object of clearing the 


‘Charlemont area of its slums and providing 


modern homes for its residents, had the 
foundation stone of its new block of thirteen 
flats there—part of an extensive scheme of re- 
housing—laid by the Lord Mayor (Mrs. 
Clarke) yestérday This first portion of the 
scheme, which is now well under way, will 
cost £8,270, of which £6,000 has already 
been given freely by supporters of the 
Society. 

Councillor Mrs. Cosgrave, chairman of the 
Society, said that all the funds of thie 
Society had been collected by voluntary 
workers. 

The Lord Mayor, who laid the stone with 
a silver trowel, presented by Mr. M. Scott, 
the architect, expressed the hope that they 
were laying the foundation of a new and 
better civic spirit in the city. She expressed 
the hope that the Society would continue to 
receive good support and that the committee’s 
decision to name the scheme ‘‘ The Gardens” 
would encourage the occupants: of the flats 
to keep them in proper and pleasing con- 
dition. 

Dr. W. F. Collis said that if the Society 
was to continue to function they would re- 
quire help from the public-spirited citizens. and 
practical assistance from the authorities in 
the shape of legislation which would enable 
them to qualify for increased grants. Up 
to the present they were being treated as a 
society that was building for gain, and were 
allowed only £50 in grant on flats that cost 
£650 each. No society could continue to 
function without larger grants from the 
Corporation. They hoped eventually to clear 
the whole area between Charlemont street 
and Richmond street. 

Mr. M. O'Sullivan said that from 85,000 
to 90,000 people were living in Dublin in 
diabolical conditions, and at the present rate 
of building it would take many years to 
house them. It was to societies such as the 
Charlemont they would have to look to at 
least arrest the scourge of tuberculosis. 
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tives under the control of another State. In

true of other districts along the border, and 
here is an opportunity for useful work to be

The fact 
that if output could be increased by modern 
methods, 1f standardisation by mutual agree- 
ment could be organised, and both profits 
and wages in the industry regulated to suit 
the national interests, the whole of these 
arrangements would enable a vital commodity 
—the principal form of food in the country— 
to be reduced in price. 


LONDON AND DUBLIN 


From figures supplied from the Inter- 
national Labour Office, went on the state- 
ment, it appeared that London bakers re- 
ceived wages nearly 40 per cent, less than 
those paid in Dublin, and that Manchester 
bakers’ wages were nearly 24 per cent. less 
than those paid in Dundalk. That would 
appear to be a most extreme case of wage 
differentiation, and m relation to the com- 
yarative output merited the most stringent 
investigation, having regard to the important 
nature of the commodity. i 

'The Government, had done everything — 
sible to foster industry, had undertaken 
powers for controlling prices, profits and 
conditions of work, and a further mm 4 of 
insisting upon lower industrial costs was both 
logical and inevitable in the circumstances. 


FEDERATION’S HOPE 


The Federation trusted and believed that 
the court would realise the importance of 
the issues, and that in this case the clearest 
possible recommendation sheuld be given 
to the Government by that court, which 
would encourage the Government to take a 
stern view of industrial costs in this and 
other industrial fields. 

In reply to Mr. T. Johnson, member of the 
court, Mr. Childers said that the references 
in the statement to modern methods had in 
mind increasing the output. of bread in this 
country. ‘The Federation had made it clear 
that an essential contribution to the economic 
life of the country was a reduction of in- 
dustrial costs by every- possible means. I[n- 
creases in profits should be avoided now. 

Mr. D. Cullen, general secretary of the 
Irish Bakers’ Union, said that the unions 
claimed that whatever the masters’ submis- 
sions might be, it had been established that 
the Dublin bakery workers were clearly en- 
titled to increases in wages to compensate 
for increases in the cost of living; that the 
overwhelming majority of workers in Eire 
of all grades had been granted increases in 
the war period, and that the master bakers 
could, on all the evidence available so far, 
well afford the increases asked.

THREE DETECTIVES

Armagh, who claimed £4,000 for the murder 
of her son, Detective-Sergeant McKeown, 


and . Detective-Officer Michael Brady, 10 
Slemish road, Navan road, Dublin, who 
claimed £5,000 for malicious injury and 


maiming. 

Police witnesses again told the story of the 
shooting, relating how a party of detectives, 
who, when they arrived at 98a Rathgar road, 
Dublin, with the object of searching the 

remises, were met by a fusillade of fire from 
inside the house, as a result of which 
Detective-Sergeant McKeown and D.O. 
Hyland fell mortally wounded, while D.O.

Valentine has written some nineteen novels, 
and his latest, ‘‘Garden by the Water,” does 
not depart from his usual style. The. plot 
is one of these old favourites we welcome 
again and again under new titles. The plot 
is so old, in fact, that it can neither gain nor 
lose anything by a new telling, It centres 
around an old lady who adopts a little girl, 
Vivienne, and chooses a young man. called 
Jeremy to act as ward for the child. Natur- 
ally Vivienne grows up into beautiful young 
woman, and naturally Jeremy falls in. love 
with her. Vivienne, however. becomes en- 
amoured of the wrong sort of a man, becomes 
engaged ta him, and is on the point: of 
marrying him when her long-lost mother 
miraculously turns up and warns her. .

NLY. within comparatively recent 


years: have the vast backwoods and 
barren regions of Northern Canada become 
at all accessible.. Prior to the advent of 
the aeroplane, the lot of the trapper and 
prospector was an arduous one, which in- 
volved not only endless travel, but the 
severe labour of the portage by which 
goods had to be conveyed across country 
in order to avoid difficult stretches of 
river. 

The discovery of great mineral wealth 
made it imperative that thesé disabilities | 
should be removed, and that quickly. The 
aeroplane service made this an easy task, | 
and now a stream of trappers, prospectors 
and missionaries fly northward over almost 
impassable country, accomplishing in a 
few hours what would have taken months 
a short while previously. Mr. Gilbert, 
who now is Superintendent of Canadian 
Airways, Pacific Division, was one of the 
airmen. who first essayed this pioneer 
work. In consequence his work is as 
‘historical as it is. autobiographical, and 
in it he describes the early days of north- 
wards flying. 

Many names of note occur in his book, 
ranging from Bishop Gabriel Breynat, the 
flying bishop, to.the Tweedsmuirs and 
Lindberghs in later days. The adventurous 
‘side of the work is notable, and although 
he writes modestly he makes it perfectly 
clear that the work of thus opening up 
the Arctic demands courage and resource 
in the highest degree.

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‘Seareh: of Gold 
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The Gold Rushes, By W. P. Morrell, | 
London: Black. 18/- net. 

THE literature of the gold rushes has 

been chiefly confined to accounts of 
individual rushes—and to their romantic 
aspect—but Dr. Morrell has written a most 
interesting survey of the whole series, and 
gives an excellent impression of the condi- 
tions which they created, treating them 
from an historian’s point of view. 

The Californian rush was the first of 
the modern rushes, those taking place 
earlier being somewhat localised in 
character—as in the case of Siberia. In 
their initial stages these nineteenth century 
rushes had a bias. towards individualistic 
exploitation on a small scale; but, as the 
surface alluvial deposits became worked 
out, technical conditions favoured large- 
scale exploitation and the development of 
gold-mining as we know it to-day. 

A spirit of adventure, almost as much. 
as the seeking of a fortune, was a factor 
in sending many thousands of men to some 
of the most inhospitable places of the earth 
in search of gold. 


Brazil 


Dr. Morrell starts his survey with Brazil, 
where gold was discovered in the Sao Paulo 
province in 1560. No developments of out- 
standing importance took place, however, 
until the end of the following century, 
when the Spaniards and Portuguese turned 
their tracks northwards and struck the 
richest gold-bearing areas of Brazil. The 
news of the discoveries spread rapidly to 
Portugal, and, according to one source, 
there were not enough ships to carry all 
the Portuguese who wished to go to Brazil. 
The intensive search for gold resulted 
in a neglect of farming, and in 1701 
& famine at the mines caused many 
of them to be abandoned. The mining 
processes in use in Brazil,. as detailed by 
the author, were elaborate in their crude- 
ness, but certainly did not approach the 
standard of the sixteenth century miners 
in Germany. 

The rich Goyaz district was opened up 
by Bartolomeu Paes with the aid of a 
youth, who had accompanied his father 
(one of the discoverers of Minas Geraes) 
into the district in 1682. The miners 
flocked to the new gold-bearing region— 
a migration again.followed by famine. 


Other Early Rushes 
Other 


rushes followed, but none 
succeeded in .founding flourishing in- 
dustrial provinces in the Brazilian 
interior. This may be attributed to the 


fact that the period between the rush 
and systematic exploitation was very long 
owing to the lack of technical skill. . In 
the meantime Rio de Janeiro and other 
#oastal cities flourished. The gold rush 
effect on the population of Brazil is in- 
teresting: at. the start of the eighteenth 
century the population numbered about 
‘300,000 ; at the end of the same century 
it was over 2,500,000. 

In Siberia the discovery of gold is 
credited to the Cossacks operating under 
the Strogonoffs. The first big “ strike ” 
was made in the Urals in 1744, and 
appears to have been developed by 
German technicians. The geographical 
features of Siberia prevented a rush as 
we have come to understand the word in 
connection with prospecting for gold. The 
Siberian industry was slow to develop and

trekking across the prairies, the remainder 
travelling by sea to San Francisco. In 
1850 the estimates of immigrants say that 
36,000 travelled by sea and 55,000 over 
land. 

The “ Forty-niners,’’ naturally, were a 
very democratic body, and when they began 
to evolve for themselves a Constitution and 
seek State status for California they 
skipped some of the ordinary processes of 
organisation ; nevertheless, California was 
admitted to the Union. Law at that time 
was difficult of enforcement, and 4,200 
murders were reported in California 
between 1849 and 1854. Gradually the 
State and the miners reached a norm, but 
those whose fortunes depended on the 
curve of goldfields’ prosperity suffered 
severe financial losses, and there were 200 
failures in San Francisco, then a city of 
40,000 inhabitants, in 1855. 

In America, more than in any other 
country in the world, the gold rushes had 
a bearing on the country’s history, and 
Dr. Morrell only gives a summary of the 
developments, h’s admirable noting of 
sources opening up the way for the student 
of American history. 

The developments in British Columbia 
and the Rocky Mountain States were 
virtually’ subsidiaries of the Californian 
rush, but each has received considerable 
attention from the author. 


Australia and Africa 


From America the scene of the gold 
rushes cuts to Australia—to Ballarat and 
Bendigo—where public and private works 
in several cities were brought to a stand- 
still by the exodus of the male population 
to the goldfields. In the first six months 
of 1852 one-seventh of the 70,000 people in 
Van Diemen’s Land left for Victoria—most 
of them were ex-convicts. Subsequent finds 
an New Zealand and other parts of Aus- 

tralia created a series of rushes between 
the ’sixties and ‘nineties of the last 
century. 

In South Africa gold was discovered in 
ithe Crocodile Valley in 1853, but substan- 
tial finds were not made until 1867, when 
an ivory hunter and a German geologist 
Pmet with success on the borders of 
| Bechuana and the Matabele country. The 
news of their find brought two shiploads 
of diggers from Australia to Durban, but 
there was no large-scale rush in Africa 
until after the big diamond finds at Klip- 
drift which appeared to stimulate the 
gold-seekers. New discoveries on the 
Rand led to something of a more modern 
type of rush—with financiers, honest and 
otherwise, joining in to share the spoils. 

Dry weather conditions appear to have 
played a part in every gold rush and the 
drought of 1889 deprived mining com- 
panies of ‘water and sent food prices 
soaring—apprehension of famine accele- 
rated the financial crisis which followed. 
From this developed a period of consoli- 
dation which helped to form the basis of 
the South African gold mining industry 
of to-day. . 

For the last of the big rushes we go 
back to North America—Alaska and Klon- 


dike (incidentally, a corruption of 
Throndiuck) River. 1897 “was the 
dramatic year and, according to one 


source, 100,000 set out for Klondike. The 
number who reached there, however, is 
estimated at 35,000 or 40,000. The fol- 
lowing year the numbers arriving in the 
Klondike greater.
